After gun control

bill (S 14). In effect, this m easure would have

Sen. Dodd’s substitute bill (S 1592), on which 
the hearings now are concentrating, incorporates 
the recommendations of President Johnson’s 
crim e m essage to C ongress of March 8.

F irearm s Act to prohibit interstate shipment of 
arm s except by dealers licensed by the Treasury 
Department.

Now they expect to hit a majority 
of IOO or more when It comes 
to a final vote. 
Some of the representatives 
a re far from satisfied with the 
prospects of being reap jo r- 
tloned out of a $4,800-a-year 
Job. Hut even worse the> fear 
the possibility of having to run 
at large and compete with the 
m assive votes that would l*e 
rolled up in urban areas 
Under the current plan, the 
new 168 -member House--an in­ 
crease of five--would have al­ 
most half the membership from 
the Kansas City and St. Louis 
areas in conformance with the 
U. S. Supreme Court's one man- 
one vote decree. 
Graham Indicated the Demo­ 
cratic strategy would t^e to let 
the 
dissident 
members talk 
them selves out--probably next 
Wednesday and Thursday. Hut 
all proposed amendments would 
be 
voted down on the floor. 
Then 
the 
House 
majority 
would, with as much good grace 
as possible, pass the proposal 
and send It to the Senate. Lead­ 
e rs In the Senate have Indicated 
they would be inclined to go 
along with any fair plan that 
is 
acceptable to the 
House. 
Meanwhile the Senate 
has 
passed and sent back to the 
House a proposal to put future 
house redistricting in the hands 
of a special bipartisan com mis- 
sion--the same system that is 
being used now to revamp the 
Senate. 
This is expected to be rejected 
automatically by the House and 
be thrown into a House-Sen­ 
ate conference committee to 
work out a compromise between 
the commission idea and the 
House approved constitutional 
change to leave House realign­ 
ment to the House Itself. 
Originally the House proposal 
called for four-year term s for 
representatives, the same 
as 
senators. 
Graham indicated the House 
probably would retreat from 
that position but would stick 
to the idea of letting the House 
do its own reapportioning.

have to be passed on by the 
voters at a special election 
la te r this summ er.

Underlying the ferment here over U S foreign policy is a 
fairly old question 
whether the government and the nation 
are obsessed with the threat of communism

them strengths and capacities which they often do not have. 
It is also asserted that our heavy focus on communism 
sometimes obscures the role played by nationalistic-imperial­ 
istic impulses in such a country as Hod China 
We are told again that other free nations do not fret about 
the Communist menace the way we do And some students of 
foreign affairs suggest it is perfectly sensible for Communist 
nations, like others, to build broad protective zones around 
themselves

inish their enemies 
at the minimum, a form and practice 
of government which, if victorious, “closes out the options" 
on all other kinds for long years to come. 
There are some debaters who don’t want us to worry at all. 
whether the problem be labeled “communism” or “ Russia” 
or “China.” 
They contend that regional domination by large powers, 
whether through the compulsions of influence or through 
actual physical expansion as with China’s moves into India 
and Tibet, is something we cannot prevent and ought to 
approve.

Estrogen Fights Menopausal 
Distress, Aging Symptoms 


My Louise Chase 
It Lh now |to.snlhln to make 
the aging process of woman 
the menopHUHt»--more tranquil 
and relatively free of such un­ 
pleasant symptom* as the “ hot 
flush" and back pain. And It 
Is also possible to protect the 
aging woman from deteriorat­ 
ing bone and circulatory con­ 
ditions which make growing old 
more like a disease than the 
natural process It Is. 
These t>eneflctal effects may 
be achieved by the use of the 
hormone, estrogen, as a pre­ 
ventive, according to Dr. M. 
Edward l>avls, Charlman of the 
Department of Obstetrics and 
Gynecology, University of Chi­ 
cago School of Medicine. Dr. 
Davis 
reported his findings 
recently to fellow physicians 
attending the 13th annual meet­ 
ing of the American College 
of Obstetricians and Gynecolo­ 
gists. 
The doctor pointed out 
that 
menopause 
generally 
logins 
when the ovaries of a woman, 
usually In her late forties or 
early fifties, cease to produce 
estrogen, or produce much less 
of It. 
Estrogen Makes the Girl 
“ Estrogen Is what makes a 
girl a g irl," notes Dr. Davis. 
“ This hormone," 
he says, 
“ stimulates 
femininity, 
de­ 
velopment of laxly contours, re ­ 
productive organs, menstrua­ 
tion." For atxHjt 30or 35 years, 
the g irl's and woman's health 
and vigor are at their peak, 
childbearing Is generally nor­ 
mal, enthusiasm for living Is 
high. 
The incidence of heart 
and circulatory 
disease 
Is 
usually 
lower than 
among 
m ales." 
The decline of estrogen pro­ 
duction affects other hormonal 
activity as well, and together 


these seem to cause meno­ 
pausal and other aging symp­ 
toms, according to Dr. Davis. 
The 
woman's 
reproductive 
structures t>egln to atrophy, 
breast and other tissues lose 
their elasticity, hair and skin 
begin to age. 
Coronary disease, which Is 
20 times more common among 
males than females until about 
age 40, afflicts an Increasing 
num!>er of women after meno­ 
pause, as do atherosclerosis, 
a circulatory condition, and a 
bone 
condition 
known 
as 
osteoporosis. In the latter, the 
bone structure Incomes thinner 
and weaker, and fractures In ­ 
come more frequent. Dr. Davis 
estimates that about 35 per cent 
of women eventually suffer from 
osteo(M>rosls after menopause. 


About 18 months ago, retorted 
Dr. 
Davis, 
scientists In the 
radiology department at Chi­ 
cago developed a machine which 
can accurately measure t>one 
density. 
Tests made on four 
different 
groups of 
women 
proved conclusively, the doctor 
said, that estrogen therapy re­ 
tards or prevents postmeno­ 
pausal osteoporosis. 
There Is also evidence that 
normal bone metabolism can be 
continued or reestablished by 
the administration of estrogen. 
Dr. Davis Is convinced, on the 
basis of 25 years of existence, 
that 
“ long-term 
replacement 
of estrogen must lucerne an 
Integral part of medical prac­ 
tice." 
He bel loves that 
estrogen 
therapy, continued Indefinitely, 
can 
suppress 
menopausal 
symptoms, slow down physical 
deterioration, 
retard the de­ 
velopment of circulatory dis­ 
orders, brittle bones, and other 
.skeletal changes.

MORE ON GUN CONTROL 
The .Senate Judiciary subcommittee on juvenile 
delinquency 
today, resumed hearings on the 
gun control bill (S 1592) introduced by the sub­ 
committee chairman, Sen. Thomas J. Dodd (D- 
Conn.). Sen. Dodd has charged that pressures 
by “the gun lobby,” particularly the National 
Rifle Association, already have doomed the 
measure. 
After gun control bills died in committee 
last year, Sen. Dodd in January introduced a 
moderate and not highly controversial gun 
bill (S 14). In effect, this measure would have 
placed the same kind of control over mail­ 
order gun sales that already exists over re­ 
tail sales --banning sales to minors, criminals, 
psychopaths — and establishing enforcement 
procedures. Sportsmen, however, greeted this 
overture with charges of communism and other 
out-sized reactions. 
Sen. Dodd’s substitute bill (S 1592), on which 
the hearings now are concentrating, incorporates 
the recommendations of President Johnson’s 
crime message to Congress of March 8. The 
President proposed amendment of the Federal 
Firearms Act to prohibit interstate shipment of 
arms except by dealers licensed by the Treasury 
Department. Mail order sales to individuals 
would be stopped, sales to persons under 21 
(18 for rifles and shotguns) would be prohibited ' 
and importation of surplus military weapons 
‘ would be peetricted. 
1 In a precis-*of 
Sen. Dodd said ‘ 
(Congressional Record, March 22, 
1965) it 
would, in general: “ Make it illegal to transport, 
ship, or receive firearms in interstate or foreign 
commerce, 
except 
as between 
licensed 
importers, licensed manufacturers, or licensed 
dealers, or between such licenses and persons 
excepted from the application of the Federal 
Firearms Act. . . Thus under the bill, the so- 
called interstate mail-order traffic in firearms, 
whereby an individual can order a gun to be 
shipped from a mail-order dealer in another 
state, would be completely terminated.” 
The bill also would limit sales by federally 
licensed importers, manufacturers and dealers 
of firearms to persons over 21 years of age, 
except for shotguns and rifles, which could not 
be sold to persons under 18. A companion 
bill (S 1591), now before the Senate Com­ 
merce Committee, covers heavy and gangster 
type weapons. 
The revised Dodd bill is a good deal more 
stringent than the January measure. It has 
increased the ire of sportsmen, hunters, and 
collectors, and its path toward approval ap­ 
pears dark and treacherous. 
♦ * * 
14(b) AND EXCISE CUTS 
With his usual political shrewdness, Presi­ 
dent Johnson has renewed the use of the car- 
rot-and-stick technique on Congress and the 
public. 
Having submitted to Congress a plan for pro­ 
gressive cuts in Federal excise taxes, the Pres­ 
ident 
has promptly 
asked 
for repeal of the 
Federal statute 
permitting 
state “ right-to- 
work” laws. 
On the other hand he intimates to the people 
that consumer costs on many items are to be 
reduced. On the other he proposes to tighten 
union control over the work force and thus 
pave the way for wage increases which will 
mean higher consumer prices. 
It’s an inter» sting way of pleasing many voters 
and leaving th economy essentially unchanged, 
except as it af. ^cts labor costs and government 
debt. 
Among the standard measurements of the 
economy, there is absolutely no way of knowing 
just how much excise tax reductions can in­ 
crease 
sales. The American economy is ex­ 
periencing natural growth, partly through ex­ 
panding population and broader world trade. 
Last year’s income tax cut and the additional 
drop this year will put more consumer money 
into the sales market. rI here is no way to evaluate 
the part that lower excise taxes will play in this 
complex expansion. It may be more of a psy­ 
chological factor than an actual benefit. 
But it is clear that any redugtfotii in Federal 
revenue under present budget AqiJrements will 
add to the debt load of the central Government. 
If excise levy cuts are to be taken with a grain 
of salt, so too must the advocacy of repeal of 


Section 14(b) of the Taft-Hartley Act. This sec­ 
tion now permits individual states to enact 
laws preventing the union shop. Nineteen states 
have such right-to-work laws, among them Ten­ 
nessee, Arkansas and M ississippi. 
The union shop, where contracts permit it, 
requires involuntary union membership. Dues 
and assessm ents are paid whether the worker 
concurs in their use. At the same time, the 
union is relieved of the necessity of proving its 
usefulness in recruiting drives, and can devote 
added financial resources to harder bargaining 
and stronger strike power. 
Certainly this generation should not forget 
what it means for union agents to control hiring 
practices. The day of the working permit, pur­ 
chased from the union boss, is not so long past. 
Today, in states without right-to-work laws, the 
union managers determine who shall work and 
what tribute they shall pay. It costs the employer 
-- and the worker. 
Labor is hitting hard on the 14(b) issue at this 
time in order to cash in on its support of the 
big Democratic majority in Congress. 
New elections will be held 
in 1966, and the 
AFL-CIO is by no means certain it will com­ 
mand such strong backing in the 90th Congress. 
Nevertheless, the issue is one of high con­ 
troversy, and Congress is about evenly divided. 
-It was to avoid such controversy that the P resi­ 
dent waited until mid-May to make his demand 
for repeal of 14(b). He wanted his domestic 
program enacted, or well under way, before 
this issue arose. How strongly he will fight 
for abolishing the right-to-work law s is yet to be 
seen, but lie has paid off the unions by thrusting 
the matter into the lap of Congress. 
There is no proof that 14(b) has resulted in 
“union busting,” as labor leaders argue. There 
is every sign that repeal would place job control 
in the hands of union bosses and force workers 
to pay tribute for the chance to be gainfully 
employed. 
President Johnson may have been reluctant 
to follow through on this promise to the labor 
politics, but when he did so he took the precau­ 
tion of holding out the bait of excise tax cuts 
to minimize public objection. It is a political 
gimmick which should not go unnoticed.

WASHINGTON — 
L a s t 
March, writing from Moscow, 
I 
reported that 
the 
United 
States and Russia were on a 
collision course. The reason, 
I said, was that American bomb­ 
ing of North Viet Nam which 
had cut the ground out from un­ 
der Khrushchev’s co-existence 
policy, 
set the 
Chinese to 
chortling that 
co - existence 
wouldn’t work, and played into 
the hands of the old Stalinist, 
anti-American clique inside the 
Kremlin. 
Last week, Cyrus Eaton, the 
Cleveland industrialist, return­ 
ing from Moscow, reported that 
Premier Kosygin had told him 
American policy in North Viet 
Nam had left Russia with no 
alternative but to fight and that 
Moscow would retaliate against 
American forces “with every­ 
thing we have” unless the bomb­ 
ing of North Viet Nam comes to 
an end. 
Next day, Secretary of State 
Dean Rusk issued what was 
described as a stern warning to 
Russia 
and 
China 
not to 
widen the war in Viet Nam. He 
revealed that a new Sam mis­ 
sile site had just been sighted 
in the north. Rusk, when work­ 
ing for John F. Kennedy, had 
held Russian Sam missile sites 
to be purely defensive when con­ 
structed in Cuba only ninety 
miles away. But he viewed them 
with alarm 9,000 miles away. 
Previously, 
Russian diplo­ 
mats had conveyed informal but 
quite definite warnings to the 
State Department that if Rus­ 
sian missile sites in North 
Viet Nam were bombed, Rus­ 
sia would have no alternative 
but to retaliate. They have not, 
of course, been bombed ninety 
miles off the Florida coast at 
any time since placed there 
four years ago. 
—DANGEROUS DIPLOMACY— 
So runs the dangerous game 
of diplomatic 
tic-tac-toe be­ 
tween two nations which have 
the power, with a single push 
of the nuclear button, to wipe 
out sixty of each other’s major 
cities.

Bundy, has been a miserable 
failure. 
—TAYLOR'S FLOP— 
Taylor had left the Army dur­ 
ing the Eisenhower Administra­ 
tion to write a book, “ The Un­ 
certain Trumpet,’' in which he 
advocated 
small 
brush-fire 
wars for settling international 
problems rather than relying on 
the Eisenhower policy of push­ 
button war. 
Taylor sold his ideas to John 
F. Kennedy, who brought him 
back 
into 
government 
as 
Chairman of the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff. However, Kennedy nev­ 
er 
entirely 
bought 'Taylor’s 
theory of brusti-fire wars. He 
dabbled with the idea in South 
Viet Nam, but never gave Taylor 
free-rein. It remained for Lyn­

They are fighting a battle which 
continued eight years under the 
French, ten years under A meri- 
can “advisers,” and will con­ 
tinue another eighteen years, or 
even more — for the simple 
reason that the Vietnamese are 
fighting on their own ground 
against foreigners and white 
men. 
Significantly, 
the 
George 
Washington of both North and 
South Viet Nam is Ho Chi- 
Mlnh, now the leader of North 
Viet Nam. But as the Father 
of Independence he is revered 
in the South as much as in the 
North. 
The fact that the “ George 
Washington” of Indochina is 
viewed with love and admira­ 
tion by the people of the South 
whose alleged independence we 
are trying to preserve is a po­ 
litical fact which no bombing of 
bridges or 
raids on supply 
trains or skirmishes in the 
steaming jungles can eradicate. 
And if Cardinal Spellman had 
not sold President Elsenhower 
on protecting the migration of 
one 
million Catholics, from 
North to Soutii Viet Nam im­ 
mediately after the signing of 
the 1954 Geneva Treaty, these 
two unhappy peoples might well 
he happily united and completely 
independent of Red China to­ 
day.

With this drive will be coupled 
a campaign to wipe out the use 
of closed circuit television, in­ 
traplant communications, com­ 
puter analyses, and other elec­ 
tronic wizardries used to check 
on personnel. 
But the primary target is the 
lie detector. Labor leaders feel 
so strongly about It they object 
to its use even by the FBI and 
CIA in security and anti-crime 
activity. 
This is a sharp shift in mili­ 
tancy on this front. Several 
months ago the AFL-CIO lead­ 
ers attacked the lie detector 
only on the commercial and 
industrial front. But in recent 
weeks labor's high command 
has decided to push for the 
wiping out of polygraph use any­ 
where in the U. S. 
The union chiefs could not 
have put it more strongly when 
they 
appointed 
two of their 
group to head the campaign — 
the machinists chief, A1 
J. 
Hayes, whose union has vast 
jurisdiction over defense and 
such space projects as the two- 
man Gemini space shot; 
James Suffridge, head of 
Retail 
Clerks 
International 
Assn. The latter often Is spoken 
of by Insiders as the next AFL- 
CIO president. 
“ Police state surveillance of 
the lives of individual citizens,” 
is labor's description of the lte 
detector. 
There 
are 1,500 polygraph 
companies in the country doing 
a business of more than a bil­ 
lion dollars. The government 
does a fairly large polygraph 
business itself. 
At the latest count, the UJJ. 
agencies — not Including the 
secretive CIA — give about 
24,000 polygraph tests a year. 
The FBI, though its specialists 
are the most experienced, does 
not use tiie lie detector on its 
personnel. It restricts the poly­ 
graph to security and crime 
work.

however, gives all its prospec­ 
tive employes a polygraph tost. 
In addition to the CIA, 24 U.S. 
bureaus and agencies own and 
use the lie detector equipment. 
The government owns some 600 
polygraphs in addition to what 
the CIA has. There actually are 
almost 700 authorized poly­ 
graph operators working 
for 
the government full time. 
The first to lx? antagonized by 
this was the AFL-CIO gov­ 
ernment workers' unions. When 
the figures were made known 
to the national AFL-CIO chiefs 
they were appalled and decided 
to appoint the two-man subcom­ 
mittee to launch the national 
offensive. 
During a recent meeting of na­ 
tional labor chiefs it was de­ 
cided to ask President Johnson 
for 
an 
immediate 
decree 
ordering the discontinuance of 
all federal lie detector use. 
If this move fails, the labor 
chiefs will go to Congress. 
Paralleling this will be latwr's 
drive in private industry. The 
lie detectors are most heavily 
used by the steel industry, cop­ 
per 
refining, 
auto manufac­ 
turing, 
meat 
packing, food 
processing, 
oil, electronics, 
mail order retailing and super­ 
markets. 
To hit the “private sector” 
of the lie detectors, the na­ 
tional lalxir leaders have di­ 
rected their regional people 
to fight for state and city laws 
banning the polygraph. Its use 
already is banned in Alaska, 
Oregon, Massachusetts, Rhode 
Island and California, 
In the last state the law says; 
“ No employer shall demand or 
require any applicant for em­ 
ployment or prospective em­ 
ployment or any employe to 
submit to or take a polygraph, 
lie detector, or similar test or 
examination as a condition of 
employment or continued em­ 
ployment. The 
prohibition of 
this section does not apply to 
the federal government or any 
agency 
or 
local subdivision 
thereof. . ,*’ 
Tii'» labor men, of course, want 
the 
ban to lie all-inclusive. If 
they can't get it through the 
legislatures, they will fight to 
get it into labor contracts. And 
they’ll surely get into a battle. 
The opposition is saying there 
is a sharp line between the de­ 
tection of dishonesty and the in­ 
vasion of privacy.

MORE ON GEN CON 1 ROI. 
The .Senate Judiciary subcommittee on juvenile 
delinquency 
today, resumed hearings on the 
gun control bill (S 1592) introduced by the sub­ 
committee chairman, Sen. Thomas J. Dodd (D- 
Conn.). Sen. Dodd has charged that pressures 
by “ the gun lobby," particularly the National 
Rifle Association, already have doomed the 
measure. 
After gun control bills died in committee 
last year, Sen. Dodd in January introduced a 
moderate and not 
highly controversial gun 
bill (S 14). In effect, this measure would have 
placed the same kind of control over mail­ 
order gun sales that already exists over re­ 
tail sales --banningsales to minors, criminals, 
psychopaths — and establishing enforcement 
procedures. Sportsmen, however, greeted this 
overture with charges of communism and other 
out-sized reactions. 
Sen. Dodd’s substitute bill (S 1592), on which 
the hearings now are concentrating, incorporates 
the recommendations of President Johnson’s 
crime message to Congress of March 8. The 
President proposed amendment of the Federal 
Firearms Act to prohibit interstate shipment of 
arms except by dealers licensed by the Treasury 
Department. Mail order sales to individuals 
would be stopped, sales to persons under 21 
(18 for rifles and shotguns) would be prohibited 
and importation of surplus military weapons 
would be 
trie ted. 
* 
In a precis*of h4s>*o\yivNaril, Sen. Dodd said ‘ 
(Congressional Record, March 22, 
1965) it 
would, in general: “ Make it illegal to transport, 
ship, or receive firearms in interstate or foreign 
commerce, 
except 
as between 
licensed 
importers, licensed manufacturers, or licensed 
dealers, or between such licenses and persons 
excepted from the application of the Federal 
Firearms Act. . . Thus under the bill, the so- 
called interstate mail-order traffic in firearms, 
whereby an individual can order a gun to be 
shipped from a mail-order dealer in another 
state, would be completely terminated." 
The bill also would limit sales by federally 
licensed importers, manufacturers and dealers 
of firearms to persons over 21 years of age, 
except for shotguns and rifles, which could not 
be sold to persons under 18. A companion 
bill 
(S 
1591), now before the Senate Com­ 
merce Committee, covers heavy and gangster 
type weapons. 
The revised Dodd bill is a good deal more 
stringent than the January measure. It has 
increased the ire of sportsmen, hunters, and 
collectors, and its path toward approval ap­ 
pears dark and treacherous.

14(b) AND EXCISE CUTS 
With his usual political shrewdness, P resi­ 
dent Johnson has renewed the use of the car- 
rot-and-stick technique on Congress and the 
public. 
Having submitted to Congress a plan for pro­ 
gressive cuts in Federal excise taxes, the Pres­ 
ident 
has promptly 
asked 
for repeal of the 
Federal statute 
permitting 
state “ right-to- 
work’’ laws. 
On the other hand he intimates to the people 
that consumer costs on many items are to be 
reduced. On the other he proposes to tighten 
union control over the work force and thus 
pave the way for wage increases which will 
mean higher consumer prices. 
It's an inter» sting way of pleasing many voters 
and leaving th economy essentially unchanged, 
except as it af ^cts labor costs and government 
debt. 
Among the standard measurements of the 
economy, there is absolutely no way of knowing 
just how much excise tax reductions can in­ 
crease 
sales. The American economy is ex­ 
periencing natural growth, partly through ex­ 
panding population and broader world trade. 
Last year’s income tax cut and the additional 
drop this year will put more consumer money 
into the sales market. There is no way to evaluate 
the part that lower excise taxes will play in this 
complex expansion. It may be more of a psy­ 
chological factor than an actuaj benefit. 
But it is clear that any reduftix^i in Federal 
revenue under present budget requirements will 
add to the debt load of the central Government. 
If excise levy cuts are to be taken with a grain 
of salt, so too must the advocacy of repeal of 


Section 14(b) of the Taft-Hartley Act. This sec­ 
tion now permits individual states to enact 
laws preventing the union shop. Nineteen states 
have such right-to-work laws, among them Ten­ 
nessee, Arkansas and Mississippi. 
The union shop, where contracts permit it, 
requires involuntary union membership. Dues 
and assessm ents are paid whether the worker 
concurs in their use. At the same time, the 
union is relieved of the necessity of proving its 
usefulness in recruiting drives, and can devote 
added financial resources to harder bargaining 
and stronger strike power. 
Certainly 
this generation should not forget 
what it means for union agents to control hiring 
practices. The day of the working permit, pur­ 
chased from the union boss, is not so long past. 
Today, in states without right-to-work laws, the 
union managers determine who shall work and 
what tribute they shall pay. It costs the employer 
-- and the worker. 
Labor is hitting hard on the 14(b) issue at this 
time in order to cash in on its support of the 
big Democratic majority in Congress. 
New elections will be held 
in 1966, and the 
AIT -CIO is by no means certain it will com­ 
mand such strong backing in the 90th Congress, 
Nevertheless, the issue is one of high con­ 
troversy, and Congress is about evenly divided. 
-It was to avoid such controversy that the P resi­ 
dent waited until mid-Mav to make his demand 
for repeal of 14(b). He wanted his domestic 
program enacted, or well under way, before 
this issue arose. How strongly he will fight 
for abolishing the right-to-work law s is yet to be 
seen, but he has paid off the unions by thrusting 
the matter into the lap of Congress. 
There is no proof that 14(b) has resulted in 
“ union busting," as labor leaders argue. There 
is every sign that repeal would place job control 
in the hands of union bosses and force workers 
to pay tribute for the chance to be gainfully 
employed. 
President Johnson may have been reluctant 
to follow through on this promise to the labor 
politics, but when he did so he took the precau­ 
tion of holding out the bait of excise tax cuts 
to minimize public objection. It is a political 
gimmick which should not go unnoticed.

co • existence 
wouldn't work, and played into 
the hands of the old Stalinist, 
anti-Am erican clique inside the 
Kremlin. 
L ast week, Cyrus Eaton, the 
Cleveland industrialist, return­ 
ing from Moscow, reported that 
P rem ier Kosygin had told him 
Am erican policy in North Viet 
Nam had left Russia with no 
alternative but to fight and that 
Moscow would retaliate against 
American forces "w ith every­ 
thing we have" unless the bomb­ 
ing of North Viet Nam com es to 
an end. 
Next day, S ecretary of State 
Dean 
Rusk 
issued what was 
described as a stern warning to 
Russia 
and 
China 
not 
to 
widen the war in Viet Nam. He 
revealed that a new Sam m is­ 
sile site had just been sighted 
in the north. Rusk, when work­ 
ing for John F . Kennedy, had 
held Russian Sam m issile sites 
to be purely defensive when con­ 
structed in Cuba only ninety 
m iles away. But he viewed them 
with alarm 9,000 m iles away. 
Previously, 
Russian diplo­ 
m ats had conveyed informal but 
quite definite warnings to the 
State Department that if Rus­ 
sian 
m issile sites in North 
Viet Nam were bombed, Rus­ 
sia would have no alternative 
but to retaliate. They have not, 
of course, been bombed ninety 
miles off the Florida coast at 
any tim e since placed there 
four years ago. 
—DANGEROUS DIPLOMACY— 
So runs the dangerous game 
of 
diplomatic 
tic-tac-toe be­ 
tween two nations which have 
the power, with a single push 
of the nuclear button, to wipe 
out sixty of each o th er's m ajor 
cities. Like sm all boys with 
chips on their shoulders, each 
dares the other, while each ac­ 
cum ulates m ore chips and m ore 
grievances. 


The United States has now 
sent or is sending a total of 
65,000 troops to VietNain, three 
tim es the number 
President 
Johnson found there when he 
took over from the late John F. 
Kennedy. 
The North Vietnamese gov» 
ernm ent is now stripping its 
key 
government 
m inistries 
from its capital, Hanoi, and 
moving them to are as where 
they cannot be easily bombed. 
This is the act of a govern­ 
ment preparing for a long siege, 
not one ready to talk peace. 
Reports from South VietNam 
indicate that the Viet Cong is 
ready to take advantage of the 
monsoon rains by coming out of 
the 
jungle 
for 
prolonged 
ground battles; also is prepar­ 
ing to set up em bassies in 
every m ajor country to claim 
that it, not the frequently chang­ 
ing government in Saigon, is the 
true 
representative 
of this 
troubled area. 
In brief, the Am erican policy 
of bombing North VietNain, sold 
to President Johnson by Gen. 
Maxwell Taylor 
and 
White 
House 
adviser 
McGeorge 
Bundy, has been a m iserable 
failure. 
—TAYLOR'S FLOP— 
Taylor had left the Army dur­ 
ing the Eisenhower A dm inistra­ 
tion to w rite a book, "T he Un­ 
certain T rum pet," in which he 
advocated 
small 
brush-fire 
w ars for settling international 
problem s rather than relying on 
the Eisenhower policy of push­ 
button w ar. 
Taylor sold his ideas to John 
F . Kennedy, who brought him 
back 
into 
government 
as 
Chairm an of the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff. However, Kennedy nev­ 
e r 
entirely 
bought 
T aylor's 
theory of brush-fire w ars. He 
dabbled with the idea in South 
Viet Nam, but never gave Taylor 
free-rein. It remained for Lyn­ 
don Johnson, inheritor of an in­ 
soluble m ilitary and political 
m ess, to appoint Gen. Taylor 
as am bassador to South Viet 
Nam and tell him to go all out 
to solve the m ess he helped 
create. 
Gen. Taylor soon deviated 
from his original idea of brush- 
fire war and extended the war 


to his disastrous policy of Navy- 
A ir Force bombing of North Viet 
Nam. This has failed. And with 
the beginning of the monsoon 
rains, we are now right liack 
where we started — fighting an 
unseen, 
jungle enemy which 
sleeps 
by 
»lay 
and 
raids 
by night — the kind of w arfare 
which 
the 
Continental Army 
used against the B ritish when 
conducting an unpopular war 
against thirteen relatively weak 
colonies In 1776. 
Those thirteen colonies won 
— partly 
because they were 
fighting on their own soil; part­ 
ly because they were fighting for 
something they passionately be­ 
lieved in; partly because B ritish 
troops were fighting a long way 
from home for something they 
did not believe in. 
A m erican troops half - way 
around the world in Viet Nam 
a re in the same position today. 
They a re fighting a battle which 
continued eight years under the 
French, ten years under A m eri­ 
can “ ad v ise rs," and will con­ 
tinue another eighteen y e a rs,o r 
even m ore — for the sim ple 
reason that the Vietnamese a re 
fighting on their own ground 
against foreigners and white 
men. 
Significantly, 
the 
George 
Washington of lioth North and 
South 
Viet Nam is Ho Chi- 
Minh, now the leader of North 
Viet Nam. But as the Father 
of Independence he is revered 
in the South as much as in the 
N orth. 
The fact that the "G eorge 
Washington'* of Indochina is 
viewed with love anti adm ira­ 
tion by the people of the South 
whose alleged independence we 
a re trying to preserve is a po­ 
litical fact which no bombing of 
bridges 
o r 
raids on supply 
trains or skirm ishes in the 
steam ing jungles can eradicate. 
And if Cardinal Spellman had 
not sold President Eisenhower 
on protecting the m igration of 
one 
million 
Catholics, from 
North to South Viet Nam Im­ 
mediately after the signing of 
the 1954 Geneva Treaty, these 
two unhappy peoples might well 
be happily united and com pletely 
independent of Red China to­ 
day. 


Union Chiefs Urging P re si­ 
dent 
To 
Decree End of Lie 
Detector Use By 
All U. S. 
Agencies — including FBI and 
CIA. 
Washington, D. C.: — A new 
and bittt'r offensive which will 
crackle through the headlines 
soon will lie launched by lalior 
against the use of polygraphs 
-- lie detectors - - by any gov­ 
ernm ent agency or by industry, 
regardless of the reason. 
With this drive will becoupk'd 
a campaign to wipe out the use 
of closed circuit television, in­ 
traplant communications, com­ 
puter analyses, and other elec­ 
tronic w izardries used to check 
on personnel. 
But the prim ary target is the 
lie detector. Labor leaders feel 
so strongly aiiout it they object 
to its use even by the FBI and 
CIA in security and anti-crim e 
activity. 
This Is a sharp shift in m ili­ 
tancy on this 
front. Several 
months ago the AFL-CIO lead­ 
e rs attacked the lie detector 
only on the com m ercial and 
Industrial front. But In recent 
weeks lab o r's high command 
has decided to push for the 
wiping out of polygraph use any­ 
where In the U. S. 
The union chiefs could not 
have put It m ore strongly when 
they 
appointed 
two of th»'lr 
group to head the campaign — 
the m achinists chief, A1 
J. 
Hayes, whose union has vast 
jurisdiction over defense and 
such space projects as the two- 
man Gemini space shot; and 
Jam»>s Suffrldge, head of the 
Retail 
C lerks 
International 
Assn. The latter often is spoken 
of by Insiders as the next AFIi- 
CIO president. 
“ Police state surveillance of 
the lives of individual citizen s," 
is lab o r's description of the lie 
detector. 
There 
are 1,500 polygraph 
com panies in the country doing 
a business of more than a bil­ 
lion dollars. The government 
does a fairly large polygraph 
business Itself. 
At the latest count, the UJ5. 
agencies — not Including 
the 
secretive CIA — give about 
24,000 polygraph tests a year. 
The FBI, though its specialists 
are the most experienced, does 
not use the lie detector on Its 
personnel. It re stric ts the poly­ 
graph to security and crim e 
work. 
C entral 
Intelligence, 


however, gives all its prospec­ 
tive employes a polygraph test. 
In addition to the CIA, 24 U.S. 
bureaus and agencies own and 
use the lie detector equipment. 
The government owns some 600 
polygraphs in addition to what 
the CIA has. There actually are 
almost 700 authorized poly­ 
graph operators working 
for 
the government full tim e. 
The first to be antagonized by 
this was the 
AFL-CIO gov­ 
ernm ent w orkers' unions. When 
the figures were made known 
to the national AFL-CIO chiefs 
they were appalled and decided 
to appoint the two-man subcom­ 
m ittee to launch the national 
offensive. 
During a recent meeting of na­ 
tional labor chiefs It was de­ 
cided to ask President Johnson 
for 
an 
Immediate 
decree 
ordering the discontinuance of 
all federal 
lie detector use. 
If this move falls, the lalior 
chiefs will go to C ongress. 
Paralleling this will he lalior’s 
drive in private Industry. The 
lie detectors are most heavily 
used by the steel Industry, cop­ 
per 
refining, 
auto manufac­ 
turing, 
m eat 
packing, food 
processing, 
oil, electronics, 
mail order retailing and super­ 
m arkets. 
To hit the “ private se cto r" 
of tlu> lie detectors, 
the na­ 
tional lalxir leaders have di­ 
rected their 
regional people 
to fight for state and city laws 
banning the polygraph. Its use 
already Is banned in Alaska, 
Oregon, M assachusetts, Rhode 
Island and California. 
In the last state the law says; 
“ No em ployer shall demand or 
require any applicant for em ­ 
ployment or prospective em ­ 
ployment or any employe to 
submit to or take a polygraph, 
lie detector, or sim ilar test or 
examination as a condition of 
employment or continued em ­ 
ployment. The 
prohibition of 
this section does not apply to 
the federal government or any 
agency 
or 
local subdivision 
thereof. . .” 
Thi' lalior men, of course, want 
the 
ban to t*> all-inclusive. If 
they can't get It through the 
legislatures, they will fight to 
get tt into lalior contracts. And 
they'll surely get Into a batlle. 
The opposition is saying there 
Is a sharp line between th»' »!»•- 
tectlon of dishonesty and th»1 In­ 
vasion of privacy.

If there’s one creature that has the inside 
dope on fish, it’s the lowly crawdad or cray­ 
fish. 
His life is a continuous struggle for 
survival against the voracious appetites of game 
fish. 
How successfully he wages this battle 
often determines how much luck the angler can 
expect. 
Availability of food is the biggest ‘ ingle factor 
governing a 
fish’s desire to gobble a bait. 
Abundant supplies mean slow fishing. Insufficient 
quantities generally indicate that the fish are 
hungry and will strike baits resem bling the 
type of food they’re accustomed to. 
At certain seasons, crayfish burrow into the 
mud and are scarce. Fish scrounge around the 
bottom waiting for a straggler to stray from 
protection. When this occurs, frequently in the 
spring, a crawdad bait can prove deadly. 
To discover what the crawdads are doing, 
cheek with local bait shops and producers in 
the area. If they are having trouble obtaining 
crayfish for custom ers, chances are good that 
the same condition exists in nearby lakes and 
stream s. This is the time to dangle a crawdad 
over a mudbank. 
Always examine closely the first fish caught 
to find what foods predominate in its diet. 
Even the most 
discriminating 
piscatorial 
gourmet can’t resist a crawdad, and when not 
found in large numbers, that’s your clue to 
give this bait a try. 
“ Keeping up with the crawdads” won’t help 
your social standing, but it’ll sure make a hit 
with the fish.

to enforcem ent procedures. 
Barnes em phasized that there 
would be a violation “ whether

“ Talk” to the crawdads about fishing con­ 
ditions! 
If there’s one creature that has the inside 
dope on fish, it’s the lowly erawdad or cray­ 
fish. 
His life is a continuous struggle for 
survival against the voracious appetites of game 
fish. 
How successfully he wages this battle 
often determines how much luck the angler can 
expect. 
Availability of food is the biggest • ingle factor 
governing a fish’s desire to gobble a bait. 
Abundant supplies mean slow fishing. Insufficient 
quantities generally indicate that the fish are 
hungry and will strike baits resembling the 
type of food they’re accustomed to. 
At certain seasons, crayfish burrow into the 
mud and are scarce. Fish scrounge around the 
bottom waiting for a straggler to stray from 
protection. When this occurs, frequently in the 
spring, a erawdad bait can prove deadly. 
To discover what the crawdads are doing, 
check with local bait shops and producers in 
the area. If they are having trouble obtaining 
crayfish for customers, chances are good that 
the same condition exists in nearby lakes and 
stream s. This is the time to dangle a erawdad 
over a mudbank. 
Always examine closely the first fish caught 
to find what foods predominate in its diet. 
Even the most 
discriminating 
piscatorial 
gourmet can’t resist a erawdad, and when not 
found in large numbers, that’s your clue to 
give this bait a try. 
“ Keeping up with the crawdads” won’t help 
your social standing, but it’ll sure make a hit 
with the fish.

JEFFERSON CITY AP—Leg­ 
islative storm clouds seem to 
be lifting on the tricky Issue of 
redlstrlctlng 
the 
Missouri 
House of Representatives. 
House 
Democrats 
caucused 
Tuesday 
to work out their 
strategy. 
Since Democrats control the 
House 123 - 40, the caucus 
agreement should have little 
trouble on the floor, 
lh the past few days, sponsors 
of the current 168-member re­ 
dlstrlctlng map have 
raised 
their sights a bit. They first 
counted 90 votes for the plan. 
Now they expect to hit a majority 
of 100 or more when It comes 
to a final vote. 
Some of the representatives 
are far from satisfied with the 
prospects of being reappor­ 
tioned out of a $4,800-a-year 
Job. But even worse they fear 
the possibility of having to run 
at large and compete with the 
massive votes that would be 
rolled up in urban areas. 
Under the current plan, the 
new 168 -member House--an in­ 
crease of five—would have al­ 
most half the membership from 
the Kansas City and St. Louis 
areas In conformance with the 
U. S. Supreme Court's one man- 
one vote decree. 
Graham Indicated the Demo­ 
cratic strategy would be to let 
the dissident 
members talk 
themselves out—probably next 
Wednesday and Thursday. But 
all proposed amendments would 
be voted down on the floor. 
Then 
the 
House 
majority 
would, with as much good grace 
as possible, pass the proposal 
and send it to the Senate. Lead­ 
ers In the Senate have indicated 
they would be inclined to go 
along with any fair plan that 
is 
acceptable to the 
House. 
Meanwhile the Senate 
has 
passed and sent back to the 
House a proposal to put future 
house redlstrlctlng in the hands 
of a special bipartisan commis­ 
sion—the same system that Is 
being used now to revamp the 
Senate. 
This Is expected to be rejected 
automatically by the House and 
be thrown Into a House-Sen­ 
ate conference committee to 
work out a compromise between 
the commission Idea and the 
House approved constitutional 
change to leave House realign­ 
ment to the House itself. 
Originally the House proposal 
called for four-year terms for 
representatives, the same 
as 
senators. 
Graham indicated the House 
probably would retreat from 
that position but would stick 
to the idea of letting the House 
do its own reapportioning. 
Whatever 
compromise 
the 
conferees come up with will 
have to be passed on by the 
voters at a special election 
later this summer. 
As of now, prospects have 
brightened considerably for the 
House to wash Its own redls- 
trictlng linen in the first week 
of June, the final month of the 
session.

bathroom, don’t think of the 
obvious solution. Or if they do 
think of it, then only in term s 
of “ impossible” or “ too ex­ 
pensive” for my house. 


According to the 
Plumbing- 
Heating - Cooling Information 
Bureau, bathrooms in 
older 
homes are often large enough 
that a simple division of the 
area will provide room for 
two complete baths or perhaps 
a full bath and a powder room. 
A two-story home with a single 
bathroom is a natural for in­ 
stalling a second bath on the 
floor now lacking one, reports 
the Plumbing-Heating-Cooling 
Information Bureau. 


Space for added facilities Is 
generally available for the look­ 
ing—at the end of a dead-end 
or little - used hallway—in a 
large walk-in closet—In the end 
of a large room—even in base­ 
ments and attics. Areas not 
quite large enough for a tub 
should be considered for pos­ 
sible shower installations. 


In addition to securing more 
space, there are also many ways 
to better utilize present fa­ 
cilities by 
“ compartmentiz- 
lng,” that is, providing p ri­ 
vacy for each fixture within 
a bathroom.

Consumption per person In the 
Midwest ranged from about 103 
quarts In Wichita, Kans., to 160 
quarts In the Dayton - Spring­ 
field, Ohio, area. Consumption 
In the south and west was lower 
than this; while as a whole, the 
northeast uses more. 
Almost half the milk consumed 
by Americans is used in fluid 
form. The other half is turned 
into butter, cheese, frozen dairy 
products and other processed 
dairy foods.

Underlying the ferm ent here over U.S. foreign policy is a 
fairly old question—whether the government and the nation 
are obsessed with the threat of communism. 
It is being argued anew in some quarters that we not only 
see Communists under every bush, but that we ascribe to 
them strengths and capacities which they often do not have. 
It is also asserted that our heavy focus on communism 
sometimes obscures the role played by nationalistic-imperial­ 
istic impulses in such a country as Red China. 
We are told again that other free nations do not fret about 
the Communist menace the way we do. And some students of 
foreign affairs suggest it is perfectly sensible for Communist 
nations, like others, to build broad protective zones around 
themselves. 
The arguments deserve a fresh review. 


INQUIRIES AMONG POLICYMAKERS in this capital do 
not in fact turn up people who think the Russians, the Chi­ 
nese or any other Communists are really 10 feet tall. Nor do 
they believe Reds lurk behind every shrub. 
What they do think is that the Communists, whether 
directed from Moscow, Peking, Havana or Hanoi, have de­ 
veloped techniques of covert aggression which are peculiarly 
fitted to what James Montgomery of the State Department 
calls the “vulnerabilities” visible today in so many insecure 
nations around the world. 
With these golden opportunities lying all about, the Com­ 
munists can—in this frightening nuclear age—undertake a 
variety of small-risk games, from guerrilla warfare to stone- 
the-embassy. 
The link between these subversive enterprises and the 
nationalistic-imperialistic ambitions of Moscow and Peking 
is a question stirring much debate among U. S. foreign affairs 
specialists. 


THIS IS NOT THE PLACE TO AIR the fine-spun argu­ 
ments. The point is that some feel the United States might 
have better luck keeping nations out of the Moscow-Peking 
orbits by talking more about the menace of Russia and China 
and less about communism as such. 
The other side thinks this is all academic, that vulnerable 
countries have grown sophisticated enough to see communism 
in all its aspects—a powerful weapon serving imperialist 
causes, a worldwide false front behind which ambitious 
imperialists try to widen their circle of supporters and dim­ 
inish their enemies—at the minimum, a form and practice 
of government which, if victorious, “closes out the options” 
on all other kinds for long years to come. 
There are some debaters who don’t want us to worry at all, 
whether the problem be labeled “communism” or “Russia” 
or “China.” 
They contend that regional domination by large powers, 
whether through the compulsions of influence or through 
actual physical expansion as with China’s moves into India 
and Tibet, is something we cannot prevent and ought to 
approve.

Estrogen Fights Menopausal 


Distress, Aging Symptoms 


By Louise Chase 
It Is now possible to make 
the aging process of woman— 
the menopause--more tranquil 
and relatively free of such un­ 
pleasant symptoms as the "hot 
flush" and back pain. And It 
Is also possible to protect the 
aging woman from deteriorat­ 
ing bone and circulatory con­ 
ditions which make growing old 
more like a disease than the 
natural process It Is. 
These beneficial effects may 
be achieved by the use of the 
hormone, estrogen, as a pre­ 
ventive, according to Dr. M. 
Edward Davis, Charlman of thé 
Department of Obstetrics and 
Gynecology, University of Chi­ 
cago School of Medicine.

Davis 
reported his findings 
recently to fellow physicians 
attending the 13th annual meet­ 
ing of the American College 
of Obstetricians and Gynecolo­ 
gists. 
The doctor pointed out 
that 
menopause generally 
begins 
when the ovaries of a woman, 
usually In her late forties or 
early fifties, cease to produce 
estrogen, or produce much less 
of it. 
Estrogen Makes the Girl 
"Estrogen is what makes a 
girl a girl,” notes Dr. Davis. 
"T his hormone,” 
he says, 
"stim ulates 
femininity, 
de­ 
velopment of body contours, re­ 
productive organs, menstrua­ 
tion.” For about 30or 35 years, 
the girl's and woman's health 
and vigor are at their peak, 
childbearing Is generally nor­ 
mal, enthusiasm for living Is 
high. 
The incidence of heart 
and circulatory 
disease 
is 
usually 
lower than 
among 
m ales.” 
The decline of estrogen pro­ 
duction affects other hormonal 
activity as well, and together 


these seem to cause meno­ 
pausal and other aging symp­ 
toms, according to Dr. Davis. 
The 
woman's 
reproductive 
structures begin to atrophy, 
breast and other tissues lose 
their elasticity, hair and skin 
begin to age. 
Coronary disease, which Is 
20 times more common among 
m ales than females until about 
age 40, afflicts an Increasing 
number of women after meno­ 
pause, as do atherosclerosis, 
a circulatory condition, and a 
bone 
condition 
known 
as 
osteoporosis. In the latter, the 
bone structure becomes thinner 
and weaker, and fractures be­ 
come more frequent. Dr. Davis 
estim ates that about 25 per cent 
of women eventually suffer from 
osteoporosis after menopause. 


About 18 months ago, reported 
Dr. Davis, scientists In the 
radiology department at Chi­ 
cago developed a machine which 
can accurately measure bone 
density. Tests made on four 
different 
groups of 
women 
proved conclusively, the doctor 
said, that estrogen therapy re­ 
tards or prevents postmeno­ 
pausal osteoporosis. 
There is also evidence that 
normal tx>ne metabolism can be 
continued or reestablished by 
the administration of estrogen. 
Dr. Davis Is convinced, on the 
basis of 25 years of experience, 
that "long-term replacement 
of estrogen must become an 
Integral part of medical prac­ 
tice.” 
He believes that 
estrogen 
therapy, continued Indefinitely, 
can 
suppress 
menopausal 
symptoms, slow down physical 
deterioration, retard the de­ 
velopment of circulatory d is­ 
orders, brittle bones, and other 
skeletal changes.

Estrogen Fights Menopausal 


Distress, Aging Symptoms

It Is now possible to make 
the aging process of woman-- 
the menopause--more tranquil 
and relatively free of such un­ 
pleasant symptoms as the “ hot 
flush“ and back pain. And It 
Is also possible to protect the 
aging woman from deteriorat­ 
ing bone and circulatory con­ 
ditions which make growing old 
more like a disease than the 
natural process It Is. 
These beneficial effects may 
be achieved by the use of the 
hormone, estrogen, as a pre­ 
ventive, according to Dr. M. 
Edward Davis, Charlman of the 
Department of Obstetrics and 
Gynecology, University of Chi­ 
cago School of Medicine. Dr. 
Davis 
reported his findings 
recently 
to fellow physicians 
attending the 13th annual meet­ 
ing of the American College 
of Obstetricians and Gynecolo­ 
gists. 
The doctor pointed out 
that 
menopause generally 
t>eglns 
when the ovaries of a woman, 
usually in her late forties or 
early fifties, cease to produce 
estrogen, or produce much less 
of it. 
Estrogen Makes the Girl 
“ Estrogen Is what makes a 
girl a girl,“ notes Dr. Davis. 
“ This hormone,“ 
he says, 
“ stim ulates 
femininity, 
de­ 
velopment of body contours, re­ 
productive organs, menstrua­ 
tion.“ For about 30or 35 years, 
the girl's and woman's health 
and vigor are at their peak, 
childbearing Is generally nor­ 
mal, enthusiasm for living is 
high. The Incidence of heart 
and circulatory 
disease 
Is 
usually 
lower than 
among 
m ales." 
The decline of estrogen pro­ 
duction affects other hormonal 
activity as well, and together 


these seem to cause meno­ 
pausal and other aging symp­ 
tom s, according to I)r. Davis. 
The 
woman's 
reproductive 
structures begin to atrophy, 
breast and other tissues lose 
their elasticity, hair and skin 
begin to age. 
Coronary disease, which Is 
20 times more common among 
m ales than females until about 
age 40, afflicts an increasing 
numt>er of women after meno­ 
pause, as do atherosclerosis, 
a circulatory condition, and a 
bone 
condition 
known 
as 
osteoporosis. In the latter, the 
bone structure becomes thinner 
and weaker, and fractures lie- 
come more frequent. Dr. Davis 
estim ates that about 25 per cent 
of women eventually suffer from 
osteoporosis after menopause. 


About 18 months ago, reported 
Dr. 
Davis, scientists in the 
radiology department at Chi­ 
cago developed a machine which 
can accurately measure l>one 
density. Tests made on four 
different 
groups of 
women 
proved conclusively, the doctor 
said, that estrogen therapy re­ 
tards or prevents postmeno­ 
pausal osteoporosis. 
There Is also evidence that 
normal l>one metabolism can be 
continued or reestablished by 
the administration of estrogen. 
Dr. Davis is convinced, on the 
basis of 25 years of experience, 
that 
“ long-term 
replacement 
of estrogen must become an 
Integral part of medical prac­ 
tice." 
He believes that 
estrogen 
therapy, continued Indefinitely, 
can 
suppress 
menopausal 
symptoms, slow down physical 
deterioration, retard the de­ 
velopment of circulatory d is­ 
orders, brittle t>ones, and other 
skeletal changes.

REPRODUCTION PUZZLES 
YIELDING TO RESEARCH 
N ature has paved the road to 
human conception with so many 
obstacles 
that 
it 
seem s 
a 
m iracle the event happens at 
all. Rather than diminish this 
aura of wondrousness, the birth 
of billions of people illustrates 
the rem arkable ability of the re­ 
productive system to overcom e 
handicaps. The m iracle lies in 
the delicate balance of male 
and fem ale procreative machin­ 
ery — for every obstacle to 
pregnancy there is a surm ount­ 
ing factor, for every natural 
roadblock a natural detour. 
In about one of ten couples, 
though, a cog slips in the com­ 
plex apparatus and conception is 
thw arted. 
Husband, 
wife, or 
both, sta rt out or later become 
infertile. As a result, approxi­ 
mately 4,000,000 
Am erican 
couples a re either childless 
or cannot have as many children 
as they d esire. 
Conversely, many more mil­ 
lions of fam ilies face the prob­ 
lem of excess fertility. For a 
variety of reasons — m edical, 
economic, emotional — t h e y 
wish 
to lim it the number of 
their children or regulate the 
tim e of their arriv al. 


KtiCKNT PROGRESS 
Fortunately, both kinds of 
fam ilies can be helped tn great- 
•r number than ever before be­ 
cause 
of 
relatively 
recent 
breakthroughs 
In our under­ 
standing of the fundamental bio­ 
chemistry of human reproduc- 
duct ion. 
In the treatment of infertil­ 
ity, for example, therapies were 
effective in only about 20 per 
cent of cases two decades ago. 
Now, with new approaches, that 
success quotient has at least 
doubled. In the male, several 
surgical, chemical and other 
procedures have been developed 
to correct oligospermia — de­ 
ficiency Of spermatozoa in the 
semen. Recent research isa lso 
illuminating the psychological 
components of mail Infertility. 
Similarly in the female, we 
have learned much about the en­ 
docrine system which governs 
ovulation. Tins knowledge has 
made it possible to stimulate 
the production of ova in previ­ 
ously anovulatory women. In a 
number of cases, new drugs are 
supporting 
pregnancies 
in 
women who had habitually mis­ 
carried or delivered with dras­ 
tic 
prematurity, in addition, 
surgical techniques are mak­ 
ing conception possible in wom­ 
en whose cases were once con­ 
sidered hopeless. 
REGULATING FERTILITY 
As 
for 
the other side of 
the coin — the containment of 
conception — progress has been 
at least as dramatic. With the 
development of hormonal com­ 
pounds which regulate the fe­ 
male 
reproductive 
system , 
medicine's ability to control 
and 
schedule 
fertility 
has 
achieved a major advance. In 
this way, too, mechanical meth­ 
ods of contraception have been 
supplemented 
by 
more 
es- 
thetically attractive means. 
In the background of this 
progress lies the achievement 
of a clearer view of the opera­ 
tion 
of 
the 
procreative ap­ 
paratus. Despite gaps in knowl­ 
edge that persist, we can now 
chart its labyrinthine activities 
in fine detail. 
In the normal woman, which 
means the vast majority, we 
know that all is regular, all is 
automatic. Every four weeks 
during her child-bearing years 
(from menarche, the onset of 
menstruation, to menopause), 
she ovulates. If an ovum is fer­ 
tilized by a spermatozoon (from 
the Greek "animal seed"), the 
mechanism prepares the condi­ 
tions under which an embryo 
can develop. If the egg is not 
fertilized, the mechanism pre­ 
pares for menstruation and a 
fresh cycle. 
BEHIND THE SCENES 
As in all complicated proces­ 
ses that perform with seeming 
ease, a bustle of activity is 
taking place in the female re­ 
productive organs. It is thought 
that the initial impetus leading 
to ovulation is provided by the 
hypothalamus, which acts on the 
nearby pituitary gland. The pi­ 
tuitary is a key member of the 
endocrine system , which se­ 
cretes hormones directly into 
the bloodstream for transport 
to specific organs. (Hormone,

quantities of hormones do.) 
One of these chemical stimu­ 
lants is FBH, or follicle-stim u­

Husband, 
wife, or 
both, start out or later become 
infertile.

Sim ilarly in the fem ale, we 
have learned much aliout the en­ 
docrine system which governs 
ovulation.
